Smokeless Powder.

Wasuineron, April 21.—In light of 
thé highly satisfactory results recently 
obtained with the new brand of smoke- 
less powder of American make, the 
ordinance officials are now convinced 
it is only a question of a few months 
before the army and navy will be able 
to adopt the new standard powder, 
equal in efficiency to avy foreign pow- 
der. In truth, the best result ob- 
tained by the navy has bedn’ from the 
brand manufactured under the su- 
peryision of Commander Jewel at 
Newport. It is considered quite as 
good as any foreign brand and better 
than those submitted by parties for 
trial. But the naval authorities hope 
to reach a still higher degree of per- 


fection before adopting a standard 
brand. 


The army ordinance officials have 
made little progress with their pow- 
der, but in their efforts to obtain suit- 
able powder for the new 30-calibre 
rifles, they have made a great many 
experiments with samples submitted 
by private inventors. The most sat- 
isfactory powder was submitted by 
Warren B. Houghton of North Adams, 
Mass., and shows the best results yet 
obtained with any smokeless powder. 
This new American powder is free 
from smoke, is odorless and gives a 
progressive rate in borning. It is 
uniform and the action does not foul 
the piece and is supposed to have good 
‘ keeping qualities, though this poin; 
will take time to determine.

San Francisco, April 21.— This 
morning detective “Whittaker and 
Mrs. Ellen Brown returned - from Col- 
linsville and reported to Chief Crow- 
ley that the body recovered from the 
water on Sunday last by Italian fish- 
ermen was without doubt that of An- 
drew Hedgberg, the murderer of Mrs.

Dep- 
uty Coroner Dozier of Solano county 
held an inquest last evening. 

The jury found that his name was 
Hedgberg, thirty-eight. years of age 
and a native of Germany, and that 
he came to his death by suicide.

BAKER & WINES’ OPINION. 
Reno, Nev., April 19, 1891. 

Hon. T. K. Hymers—Sm: We 
have at your request, and in the ab- 
sence of District Attorney Julien, 
examined the provisions of the law 
authorizing the purchase of public 
parks in Reno, and beg leave. to sub- 
mit herewith our opinion concerolng 
the same. : 

First. The Legislature of this State 
is vested with the sole and absolute 
authority to regulate municipalities, 
and confer upon them the power to 
purchase property for public use, and 
its exercise of that authority within 
constitutional limitations is beyond 


question. 

Second. Public parks and squares 
fall within that class of property, over 
which the authority of the Legislature 


is supreme, being dedicated to a pub- 
lic use, and private property may be 
condemned for that purpose, the same 
as for streets and highways. | 

Third. The Act in question does 
not contravene any provision of our 
State Constitution, and is simplya 
reasonable exercise of- Legislative 
power, and as such, if carried out by 
the Board of County Commissioners, 
is not open to any legal objection. 

Fourth. The law is permissive only, 
and not mandatory, vesting -a discre- 
tion in the Board of County Commis- 
sioners to carry out its provisions, or 
not, as they shall deem to be for the 
best interests of the municipality. 

Fifth. The only limitations upon 
the powers of the Board are that they 
shall not create a liability upon the 
part of said town of Reno, in the pur- 
chase of parks, a sum in excess of that 
named in the Act, nor purchase less 
than a whole block of land for that 
purpose. But they may purchase 
within the limits of said town as much 
ground in excess of one block as they 
are able to obtain for the sum they 
are permitted to expend. 

Sixth. . Permission is given to pur- 
chase the lots of Stewart, Barker and 
Thompson, opposite the Courthouse, 
atasum not exceeding $1,250. The 
number of lots for which this sum is 
authorized to, be paid are not men- 
tioned. If therefore the Board should 
see fit to pay said sum for a less num- 
ber than all of the lots owned by these 
gentlemen, it would not transgressa the 
letter of the law, for the reason that 
they are not limited as to the number, 
but only to the sum to be paid. We 
are inf rmed, however, that Thomp- 
son offers to deed all of the ground 
owned by him for the consideration 
named and is willing to take the risks 
of remedial legislation in the future to 
compensate him for the additional 
ground conveyed in excess of what he 
now receives pay for. We are unable 
to see_any valid objection to pursuing 
this course, as the town receives the 
present title, and if in the future the 
grantor shall secure, through addi- 
tional legislation, additional compen- 
sation for the land conveyed, is a mat- 
ter with which this Board has no 
concern.

JUDGE WM. WEBSTER’S OPINION. 

Hon. C. C. Powning—Sir: I have 
made, as per your request, an opinion 
in writing which is below given, per- 
taining to the effect of an Act entitled 
‘*‘An Act to authorize the Board of 
County Commissioners of Washoe 
county to issue bonds for public parks 
in the town of Reno.”’ By the terms 
of the law the County Commissioners 
are authorized to issue county bonds 
in a sum not exceediny five thousand 
dollars. Ofthe money arising oer 
a sale of these bonds a fund is to be 
made for the purchase of lands for 
park uses for the benefit of the people. 
Any less sum than five thousand dol- 
lars nay be used for the purchase and 
improvements of lands as_ parks. 
Authority is conferred to purchase 
not less thana block in Reno for a 
sum not to exceed twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars: Any and all persons 
having a block of land within the 
town may become competitors. The 
purchase of the lands owned by Mr. 
Thompson and Barker and Stewart in 
front of the courthouse is a matter of 
discussion on the part of the Commis- 
sioners. Shoulda the Board conclude 
to purchase these lands its discression 
is limited by the law respecting the 
value to twelve hundred and fifty 
dollars. Noyreater sum can be law- 
fully paid. Any sui less than twelve 
hundred aod fiity dollars may be made 
the purchase price of these lands. The 
safeguards of the law are all-that 
could be desired for the protection of 
the people. 

The remaining question is, Had the 
Legislatine the power to authorize by 
luw the purchase ol lands for parks? 
If such authoritv exists there can be 
no guestion about authority to issue 
bonds and thereby procure the neces- 
sary funds to make the purchase. 
The police power of the State, al- 
-bough limited by the Federal and 
State constitutions, is sufficiently 
broad to cover all powers necessary 
for municipal féstraints and burdens, 
to secure the general comfort, health 
and prosperity of the State, or of any 
part of it. A tax to provide money 
necessary to make a purchase of 
lands for parks in Reno is a burden 
that may be imposed upon the prone 
to secure their general comfort, beaith 
and prosperity. There are powers the 
State does not possess, but the power 
'to confer upon counties, cities and 
towns authority to purchase, and to 
provide the means to- purchase lands 
for parks is not one of them.

Commissioners ~- GENTLEMEN: So 
much having been said respecting the 
Act passed at the last séssion of the 
islature relative to public parks, 
and so much doubt having been ex- 
pressed as tothe powers and duties 
of the Board in the premises, and 
these doubts having, tosome extent, 
been shared by the Board itself, I 
deem it not ont of place to submit to 
the Board, briefly, my view of the mat- 
ter. No officer is justifiedin refusing 
to perform any duty imposed u 
him by law. .The question of poliey 
should cut no figure, therefore, in what 
I have to say of the Act in question, 
I have no opinion to express as to the 
wisdom of its enactment, or of its in- 
forcement. 

To my mind, the Act shows unmis- 
takable signs of haste or want of care 
on the part of the drafter. Just what 
was intended by the Act, is to me un- 
intelligible. The Act being special in 
its nature, prescribing special powers 
and duties, I do not think the Board 
will be justified in taking anything by 
implication, but should follow the let- 
ter where it is plain, and stop where 
itis not. The first thing that concerns 
us, therefore, is what power or duties 
are conferred upon the Board by the 
Act. ‘In arriving at a solution of this 
problem, it is proper to consider the 
whole Act, including the title. 

The title of the Act reads as follows: 
‘‘An Act to authorize the County Com- 
missioners of Washoe County to issue 
bonds for public parks in the town of 
Reno.”’ 

It will be noticed that the title of 
the Act makes no reference to the 
title of land for any purpose, but the 
object of the law as therein stated is 
‘to authorize [the commissioners to 
issue bonds for public parksiu Reno.” 
Certainly the title gives no intimation 
that the Board is to be given any 
other power than that of issuing bonds 
for a specific purpose. This being the 
only suggestion made in the title, if 
other powers are conferred or duties 
imposed .upon the Board, we. must 
look to the Act itself to find them. 
The second, third, fourth and fifth 
sections of the Act prescribes the man- 
ner of issuing, the rate of interest, 
negotiation and sale, and mode of pay- 
ment of the bonds; and the objects, 
may be fairly said, to come within 
the suggestion expressed in the title, 
and it follows that if any further power 
is conferred, it must be foundin the 
first section, which reads as follows: 
‘The Board of County Commission- 
ers of Washoe county are hereby au- 
thorized to issue the bonds of said 
county in the sum of five thousand 
($5,000) dollars for the purpose of pur- 
chasing one full block of land within 
the town limits of the town of Reno, 
at a.sum not exceeding twenty-five 
hundred dollars,- and for the further 
purchase of the lots owned by William 
Thompson and Barker & Stewart, in 
front of the court-house at Reno, ata 
sum not exceeding twelve hundred 
and fifty dollars, the remaining twelve 
hundred and fifty dollars of the five 
thousand dollars herein provided for 
to’ be expended in the improvement 
of said real estate so purchased, for 
the use and benefit of the people as 
public parks.”’ 

From the language here used, I con- 
fess that Iam unable to discover any 
power conferred upon the Board, other 
than that of ‘‘issuing the bonds of the 
county, for the purpose of purchasing”’ 
certain lands therein mentioned, The 
most that can be said, it seems to 
me is, that the Board are authorized 
to provide the means of payment, 
but are not authorized to make the 
purchases. The lands must be pur- 
chased, if at all, by some authority 
other than that expressed in this Act. 


the purchase nor is there any sugges- 
tion as to how the value of the lands 
are to be determined within the limit 
prescribed by the Act. The Legisla- 
ture did not undertake to set an arbi- 
trary price upon any of the property 
mentioned, but simply placed a limit 
upon the price that might be paid.
